Care Of Kitchen 
Carpeting

owners of kitchen

already know, the holidays 
provide a rough testing period 
for its durable properties. For 
them, and for first-time owners 
of kitchen carpet, Mrs. Sandra 
Shank, Extension specialist in 
housing, equipment, 
and en­ 
vironmental design at Purdue 
University, offers some hints on 
how to keep it clean 


If you own a tweedy pattern or 
a multicolored print, it probably 
doesn’t 
show 
much 
soil. 
However, 
it 
should 
be 
vacuumed daily (if you use the 
kitchen daily, to protect the 
fibers. 


Fo r general maintenance, 
apply powdered dry 
cleaner 
occasionally before vacuuming 
to keep the carpet fresh and 
bright. Or try a mop-on cleaner 
that dries in 30 minnutes, ad­ 
vises 
the 
Purdue 
specialist. 
Easy-to-use applicators are sold 
with most cleaners Have your 
carpet scrubbed professionally 
once a year, but try to do it 
yourself twice a year with an 
electric scrubber 


Quick action on your part will 
erase most spills, says Mrs 
Shank Simply blot the spot with 
paper toweling, allow it to dry, 
and then vacuum to raise the 
nap and remove residue 


If stain does appear, sponge 
from its edge to its center. Use a 
solution of I teaspoon neutral 
detergent and I teaspoon white 
vinegar to 2 cups of water Use 
the 
solution 
generously 
to 
remove the stain, and then let 
the area dry before brushing it 
lightly. 


Use 
dry-cleaning 
fluid 
on 
coffee, tea, gravy, chocolate, or 
salad dressing. Again, sponge 
from the edge to the center, 
reminds Mrs Shank 


Gum, lipstick, paint, crayons, 
and other stains vanish if you 
apply cleaning fluid first, then 
the detergent-vinegar,-w ater 
solution Let the treated carpet 
dry between applications, and 
then brush lightly. 


To repair burns, place a scrap 
of carpet (salvaged from the 
original installation) over the 
dam aged area 
M atch 
the 
patterns. With a cutter designed 
for this purpose, says

Contracts Vs. Integrity 


The loss of innocence is a sad thing to watch 
America, whose vitality was based on the willingness 
of its citizens to persevere and do whatever was 
needed to continue to fight for freedom, became 
mired down iii a lengthy foreign conflict in which the 
lack of an all-out effort started citizens to wonder if 
maybe the directions being taken by their leaders 
were the right ones. 
In successive years, the term ‘•credibility gap" 
entered the scene- and then “ W atergate," It is little 
wonder that Americans now are distrustful of many 
things they see and hear 
Citizens of Rushville are presently going through a 
situation that could also have long-lasting effects not 
only on them financially, but also on their overall 
attitude toward the "Am erican W ay.” 
In times past, a person s word was enough to form a 
“ binding contract” between two parties The com­ 
plexities of life soon antiquated this, however, and 
written contracts complete with clauses and sub­ 
clauses came into common usage 
This was good, simply because it let both sides 
know exactly what to expect from the ensuing deal. 
A new wrinkle has appeared in all of this however. 
Today. 1.500 Rushville residents are asking them­ 
selves. “ When is a contract not a contract.” The 
answer: When the Indiana Public Service Com­ 
mission changes it's mind 
Rushville^ administration signed a contract with 
Public Service Indiana in 1968 to complete the sale of 
the citv-owned Dower plant to the larger utility 
At that time. the local plant had the capacity to 
produce three-quarters of its own power, with the 
remaining needs purchased from other sources. 
The sale was based on two basic conditions. First, 
the city would be reimbursed $2 million dollars for the 
facility In fact, this part of the offer was made many 
months before the actual contract w as signed It was 
rejected, however 
The second condition was later added, and it 
swayed city officials to the point of selling the plant. 
The condition was that customers at the time of the 
sale vould be 
barged a frozen rate as long as they 
remained in the same location 
As with any such utility transaction, the contract 
agreement was presented to the three-member 
Public Service Commission, which has jurisdiction 
over utility-related matters throughout the state. 
The contract was approved and the sale was 
completed As per agreement, the residents included 
under the contract clause were not affected by rate 
increases 
Public Service Indiana respected the provisions of 
the contract In reviewing a request for general rate 
increases sought by Public Service Indiana in 1975, 
however, the Public Service Commission decided to 
ignore the terms of the contract they originally ap­ 
proved They ordered uniform rates for all customers 
and even ordered retroactive hikes for the ap­ 
proximately 1.500 local customers covered under the 
terms of the contract. 
This led to rate hikes of up to 50 per cent for some 
customers. 
Lawsuits have been filed in both federal and state 
courts under the direction of the Rushville City 
Council and Mayor Raymond Gibson. 
The outcome of the legal recourses now being 
pursued cannot be predicted The final outcome will 
not be Known for several months. 
Rushville residents are caught in the middle of this 
situation, however When is a contract valid'.’ 
The 
Public Service Commission 
should 
have 
declared a dual rate invalid at the time the contract 
was signed. Since it did not. the matter should have 
remained closed 
Indeed, had the proposal been 
rejected at that time. the deal would more than likely 
never have been completed 
Integrity in all aspects of life is important. In 
business dealings, it is essential 
Both the City of 
Rushville and Public Service Indiana were working 
together under the terms of the contract 
No matter what the courts rule or what com­ 
pensation is granted 
if any—the residents of Rush­ 
ville lose. 
Whenever a binding contract can be erased through 
the whim of one of the parties involved, the basic 
foundations of our entire society and its directions 
should be questioned What good is any agreement if 
it can later be turned around and defeat the original 
purpose it was intended to fulfill?

Whether the story took place 
literally in the manner in which 
Matthew 
described 
it is of 
course unknown Probably it is 
a symbolic presentation of the 
alternatives which lav hefnrp 
Jesus as he wrestled with that 
all-important question 
What 
kind of Messiah would he be° 
The full account of the 
temptation as we have it in 
Matthew is reflected in Mark 
only by the simple statement

that Jesus was “tempted by 
Satan ” This lack of details in 
the first gospel to be written has 
led some scholars to believe that 
much of the story originated in 
the some 20 to 25 year period 
between the writing of Mark s 
gospel and the w riting of 
Matthew's and Luke’s gospels 
Perhaps the story was one of 
the many attempts to portrai 
Jesus as the authentic Jewish 
Messiah 
Moses fasted “forty 
days and forty nights" on the 
mountain with Yaweh, the 
Israelites spent forty years in 
the wilderness Yet neither of 
these tests resulted in a con 
elusive victory for the Jews in 
fulfilling the covenant 
The 
climax 
of 
testing, 
which 
revealed the true Messiah, wa- 
the confrontation of Jesus and 
Satan during Jesus’s fast of 
"forty days and forty nights” in 
the wilderness 
Ends and Means 
But whatever the origin of the 
story, it certianly reveals a 
dilemma which not only con 
fronted Jesus but has con 
fronted every leader who wants 
to be a force for good in the 
world To what purpose shall he 
use the powers entrusted to 
him? What means shall 
he 
choose to accomplish the great 
ends he has in view? 
The first tem ptation 
that 
Jesus transform stones 
into 
bread may be explained in two 
ways First, it may have been 
merely a suggestion that Jesus 
use his power to gain personal 
satisfaction and wealth He was 
desperately hungry because of 


his fast, turning stones into 
bread would meet an immediate 
need More likely, Satan was 
suggesting 
that Jesus 
bring 
m aterial well-being to the 
Jewish people.Like all peoples 
of the ancient world, the Jews 
lived at a bare subsistence level. 
Any leader who gave them 
economic security would cer­ 
tainly fulfill a useful purpose 
Recognition As Messiah 
The second temptation was to 
force God to present Jesus to the 
Jews as a Messiah in such a way 
that there could be no doubt as 
to who he was or what his 
credentials were. "If you are 
the Son of God, throw yourself 
down; for it is written, He will 
give his angels charge of 
you,’...’’ If Jesus were to 
excape death 
in miraculous 
fashion after throwing himself 
off a tower in Jerusalem, who 
then could doubt that he was the 
Son of God? 
The third temptation was to 
become the Messiah the Jews 
were waiting for—the military 
hero who would lead them to 
victory over their 
Roman 
overlords and 
ultimately 
to 
world conquest. Satan promised 
Jesus "all the kingdoms of the 
world” if Jesus would only fall 
down and worship him 
Jesus rejected all of these 
alternatives because, effective 
and beneficial though they may 
have been as uses of power, they 
would 
have destroyed 
the 
significance of his ministry It 
was his task to bring people to 
God not by compulsion or by 
dem onstration that such a 
course was in their best interest, 
but by awakening in them a love 
for God and for their fellow 
men All of the alternative uses 
of power offered by Satan might 
have been ultilized to change the 
human condition for the better, 
but 
they 
would not 
have 
changed people them selves 
Such a change comes only from 
a choice dictated by love, and 
not self-interest 
Hence Jesus 
had to reject the offerings of 
Satan and enter on a ministry 
full of trials and tribulations and 
ending on a cross 
The Temptations Today 
Not only world leaders, but all 
human beings, at some time or 
another, are in some manner 
and to some degree offered the 
altern ativ es 
which 
Satan 
presented to Jesus. In some way 
we can reach beneficial ob­ 
jectives for ourselves and others 
if we will just make a few 
shortcuts as regards means 
The fact that the human con­ 


dition is in such a sad state 
today shows that there can be 
only one right answer to the 
tem ptations of power and 
recognition-—"Get thee behind 
me. Satan.”
